In order to make the foundation as
unsightly as possible, and forge an ox-
cuze for abandoning the site altogether,
the conspirators who have been plotting

building on .jefforson Squure nllowed
the materials and foundation walls of
the eity hall to be left entirely unpro-
tected from the elements.  In this de-
sigrn Chairman Balcombe and  Mujor
Furay, of the bonrd of public works,
have played into the hands of the job-

wis

bers, The council orderad the board
to protect the foundations and take
proper care of the building  muterinls

which belong to the oity. After wait.
ing several weeks the bourd concocted
and submitted an  ingenious rig-
marole  declaring that it wonld
cost several thousand dollars to protect
the city hall loundations nnd since they
had no such menns at their disposal,
nothing conld he done. This, in the
face of the fact thut one hundred and
seventy-five thousand dollars of eity
hall honds were in the treasury at the
disposul of tha council.

And now Major Furay. who is at the
head of the Jefforson Square literary
bureau, has had the stone-pile and base-
ment walls photographed and proposes
to circulate the picture of the hole, ns he
calls it, among the tax-puyers as a
plen in favor of JefTerson square. We
hope he will do so by all means., It will
nfford a proof to taxpayers of his own
knavery and treachery in allowing the
city's property to go to wreck and rain
and giving aid and comfort to the gang
of wreckers who have kept the council
in turmoil and forced a boodle cam-
paign upon the city to its everlasting
disgrace,

Divested of all subterfuge and side
issues the main question that
presents  itsell Lo every twaxpayer
and every citizen who has the good
name of Omahn at heart is simply this:
Shall the city of Omaha countenance
and encourage repudiation in its most
offensive form, or shall this city keep
faith with her own citizens and with in-
vestors from abroad, who nave pur-
chused and improved property adjacent
to the court house on the strength of

the city hall location? This loca-
tion has  been advertised  far
and  wide. It  has been placed

upon the city'’s maps, and millions have
been loaned by eastern capitalists on
the [nith that the location was per-
manent and the city's credit was
pledged tocomplete the building, This
is renlly the vital point upon which the
vote on the 5th of Fobruary will hinge.
A GRAVE STATE OF AFFAIRS.

The latest intelligence from Samon
will be likely to arouse the putriotic
indignation of the countyry. A steawmer
that arrived yesterday at Sun Frapeisco
brought the report that the German
consul and naval officers at Sumoa huye
been guilty of the gravest possible out-
risge in selzing American citizens, de-
stroying their houses, and tearing down
and burning United States flugs, The
American citizens made prisoners were
taken in the ncutral water of Apin,
a fact which greatly  intensifies
the offense. The Germans are shown
to have been the aggressors, and the
course of the consul, who is presumably
neting under the instructions of his
government, indieates very pluinly that
it is the policy of Germuny to take
forcible possession of Samon, regardless
of the treaty arrangement Lo co-operute
with Great DBritain and the United
States in maintaining the autonomy
and independence of the Samoan
islands.

Qur government will doubtless soon
be in veceipt of officinl advices from
Samoa, and if the intelligence
brought to San Fravcisco shall
be confirmed the duty of the govern-
ment will be to promptly demund of the
German goverument un explanation of
the conduct of its representatives in
Samon and sn assurance of full ndem-
nity for the losses and outrages sulferad
by Americun citizons. The roprosenta-
tions made by our government to that
of Germany regarding the Sumounn situ-
ation and the effect on American inter-
ests there huve, it appears, received no
attention boyond a renewal of the pro-
fessed desire to co-operate for o sottle-

ment of the oconilict between the
native leaders. It soems evident,
however, thut this profession s
not  sinvere, and it will be

conelusively shown not 10 be if the pews
at hand receives offiglal comfirmation,
The government of the United Slatos
has boen in no respeot aggrossive re-
garding Samoa and bas not sought w

ohtain any advantage therc over the
other powers in interest, Goarmuny and
Girent Britain. Tt has simply takon the
steps necessary 1o protect Americnn eit-
Lrzons in Samon, nnd asked that German y
chould respect the agreement rogard-
ing the islunds, There wasconsequontly
no provooation for the outrage on Amer-
ieane, and4he insult to the national fag,
which the German naval forces
are reported to hase committed hy
dirvction of the Gorman consul. A
now prasented it is certainly o very
grave and serious matter, which may
ensily lead to ugly complications. Wa
have no iden that anybody desires o war

with Gormany, 1t would necessarily be

o tinval confliet, nnd at the outset wo
ghould be somawhat overmatehod, But
there will be g universal demand that

our government shall firmly insist upon

overy right it hns at stake.  Having
pursued n {nir, moderate  and
honorable COUrse, nndl neigher
asked  por  sought anything oot

warrantaed by international agreement,
we shiould now surronder no just claim
and yleld nodemand that one nation may

Thot building ana the United
States  postoftice were the only fire-
proof builidings in Omuahont the time the
city hall was loeated, No loeal
architect econld point at that time to
apy  structure in Omaha that would
have justified publie contidence in  his
ability to coustruct . public building
that would stand the test of time.
Meyer's work was belore our city in the
shape of the court house, the best and
by fur the cheapest public building in
this section. The confidence in him
expressed by the county commigsioners,
including then practical men  like
Frod Drexol, Richard O'Kooefe and Will-
iam Knight, vesulted in the choice of
Myers.
